posits in the Black Lake area of

| mer. The way Tobey and Albrecht 

tell the story, the discovery was just

pecting in the region of Axis Lake 
for uranium, and they were not im- 
pressed with their findings. 

For want of somewhere better to 
go, Albrecht suggested they pick up 
their bear trap at Black Lake. At 
that time there had not been even 
a hint of uranium in this area, 

However, after making camp they 
went along the cariboo trails to 
Albrecht’s trap. As they trudged 
along, Tobey’s Geiger counter be- 
gan acting up. 

Eagerly they dug into the moss 
ynd found iron-red rock veined with

They took out a concession after 
tracing out a 2400-foot zone of radio 
j activity.

tinental Resources of Toronto gave 
them $15,000 for the concession.

He stressed the importance of using such 
credit wisely and carefully, but he also stated that the small amount of 
capital which is available to farme has made farming less efficient than 


other industries. Lack of available credit, he said, had created a situation 
in which 85 per cent. of the total production is carried on by 50 per cent. 
of the farmers, showing that many farms are not producing efficiently. 
More credit, at cheaper rates, was suggested by Professor Van Vliet as a 
means of increasing production and of encouraging small farmers to own 
their own land and to increase the efficiency of their operations. In view 


of the importance of farming at present, when there is a world-wide short- 


age of food, and of the place which agriculture holds in our national econ- 
omy, it would scem desirable that farmers should not be required to oper- 


ate at a disadvantage in the matter of having access to facilities for neces- 


sary credit.

The following are the duties of 
the various members comprising an 
average rink of curlers, as outlined 
by an expert: 

The Lead—A Lowly Person 

This is a very lowly person who 
throws the first pair of rocks. He 
is supposed to thank the Diety once 
a day in his prayer that he even 
exists, let alone being allowed to play 
at bonspiel time. All curlers have 
served this period of apprenticeship 
and it is a remarkable fact that 90 
per cent. of them have never served 
long enough. He always addresses 
the skip as “Sir” and the third man 
as “Mr.’’ This lead person is ex- 
pected to see that the four pairs of 
rocks belonging to his rink are on 
the ice and cleaned five minutes be- 
fore the game starts.

It is said that the Christian clergy 
objected seriously to this custom and 
substituted the names of the saints 
for the young people. Each person 
was supposed to try to emulate the 
saint drawn for him or her during 
the next 12 months. As this drawing 
occurred on Feb. 14, the day of the 
Saint, the association with Valentine 
is easily established, though it doesn’t 
explain the association of lovers.

As for Saint Valentine, who start- 
ed all this, very little is known of 
him, In fact, he seems to have be- 
come lost or so mixed up with two 
other early martyrs as to become 
lost in the shuffle, The three saints, 
all referred to as Saint Valentine, 
suffered martyrdom in the third cen- 
tury.

How Individual 
Trophy Winners 
Are Selected 


As the 1948-49 season Swings into 
the home stretch a number of people 
are starting to enquire just how the 
winners of the different trophies 
presented by the N.H.L. are deter- 
mined, Altogether, there are five 
trophies awarded annually by the 
National Hockey League to individ- 
ual players for outstanding achieve- 
ment, Each trophy is accompanied 
by a $1,000 cheque, and it is easy to 
follow why there is so much interest 
in the winning of these trophies, 

The five trophies are the Dr, David 

A. Hart, Lady Byng, Calder Memo- 
rial, Vezina and Art Ross, and with 
the exception of the Vezina and Art 
Ross which are both automatic, the 
trophy winners are selected by a 
panel of sportswriters and _ sport- 
casters in the six N.H.L. cities. There 
is a three-man board from each city, 
a total of 18 writers and broadcast- 
ers, who list in their order of prefer- 
ence whom they think the most 
worthy winner of the particular 
trophy they are selecting. Points are 
awarded on the basis of three points 
for a first choice, two points for a 
second choice and one point for a 
third choice. The player polling the 
greatest number of aggregate points 
is the winner. A verfect score is 54 
points, In order to tabulate 54 points 
a player would have to be selected 
as the first choice of each of the 18 
selectors, 
The same panel of 18 sportswrit- 
ers and sportscasters do not pick the 
winners of all trophies. There is a 
different group that names the win- 
ners of each of the three trophies, 
Dr, David A. Hart, Lady Byng and 
Calder Memorial. 

Just a quick rundown of what the| 
five trophies represent, 

DR. DAVID A. HART TROPHY is 
awarded annually to “the player ad-| 
judged to be most valuable to his 
team.” This trophy is rated highest 
for individual achievement. Last 
year this trophy was won by Buddy 
O'Connor of New York Rangers. Ed- 
die Shore, Boston Bruins’ great de- 
fenseman of yesteryear, won the 
Hart Trophy four times, more than 
any other player in history. 

LADY BYNG TROPHY is awarded 
annually to “the player adjudged to 
have exhibited the best type of 
sportsmanship and gentlemanly con- 
duct combined with a high standard 
of playing ability during the season.” 
Buddy O'Connor of New York Rang- 
ers was also the winner of this 
trophy a year ago, becoming the first 
player in the history of the National 
Hockey League to win the two troph- 
ies in the same season, Frank Bouch- 
er, Manager of New York Rangers 
won the Lady Byng Trophy seven 
times when he was a player, and 
was awarded the original trophy. A 
defenseman has never captured this 
award to date, 


CALDER MEMORIAL TROPHY is 
awarded annually to “the player se- 
lected as the most proficient in his 
first year of competition in the Na- 
tional Hockey League.” Jimmy Mc- 
Fadden of Detroit Red Wings was 
the recipient of this cup last year. 
A defenseman has yet to have his 
name inscribed on this trophy also.

Fix Burned Out Elements 


OME ago, when 

cost more money than they do} 
now, the writer bought a good model 
with elements for 220 volt current, | 
the power supply being from an old} 
time steam plant, The elements of | 
this toaster were necessarily delicate | 
and had a habit of burning out.

straighten a few turns of the coil 
and cut an inch or so off the wire 
to make room for the patch, The 
ends of the wire are then lapped, 


placed well back in the “V” of the 
clamp and the metal squeezed well 
down in front of them, the idea 
being to crimp the metal in front of 
the wires so as to almost completely 


enclose the lap and hold them in 
firm contact. 
One element in this range has 


been in use for more than a year 
with two patches, Occasionally a 


new patch has to be pinched over

May Deliver 
Knockout To 
Stem Sawfly 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — Dr. C. 
Farstad of the Dominion 
entomological laboratory said 
tairie farmers will have the 
irst real opportunity this year 
to deliver a knockout blow to 
the wheat stem sawfly. 

He said there is enough Rescue 
wheat available to plant the normal 
wheat acreage in severely infested 
regions. Rescue is the variety of 
wheat developed to resist sawfly 
damage. 

Last year farmers in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan raiséd Rescue wheat 
on about 1,500,000 acres, he said. 
They harvested an average of about 
10 bushels an acre giving enough 
seed to plant about 10,000,000 acres 
to Rescue this year. 

“That's just about enough seed to 
cover the areas which have been suf- 
fering most severely through sawfly 
infestation,” Dr. Farstad said. 

The most severe infestations have 
been occurring in the open plains 
area. Unlike past years, during 
which Rescue was being “increased” 
until enough seed was available for 
general distribution, the new variety 
now is free of all restrictions and 
can be bought and sold freely.

VANCOUVER.—The Leduc oil 
field discovery well in February, 
1947, started a revolution that 
has wrought the most important 
single change in the economic 
life of Canada. 

C. O. Nickle, Calgary oil authority, 
speaking to Investment Dealers’ As- 
sociation and Vancouver Stock ex- 
change members, outlined Alberta 
oil development and said the new 
Redwater field would probably rate 
among the top world oil discoveries 
of 1948. 

The “good hunting” area for oil 
and gas covers a belt running from 
the American border north to the 
Arctic Ocean, he added. 

It takes in most of Alberta, a slice 
of northeast British Columbia, the 
MacKenzie River in the north, a big 
part of Saskatchewan and the south- 
western corner of Manitoba. 

“Another western area where sedi- 
mentary beds exist includes part of 
Vancouver Island and some of the 
mainland around Vancouver,” said 
Mr. Nickle.
